‘the sith-straight year under head coach Larissa Libby The GymHawaks were one of just 36 teams to receive 
aninvitation to regional competition atone of sx fren sits Freshman Kya Trowbridge, lawalstop scorer 
‘on loor and vault, ed for thi place on val, with career-best 9.900 lowa sored 194.475 for sith pace, 
‘While No.2 Oklahoma won the meet, totaling 197375, No, 11 Stanford eared second (196.800) followed by 
No,22 Washington (195925), No, 14 Penn State (195 875) and Souther Utah (194,850). 


‘TROWBRIDGE RISES TO THE OCCASSION 

Freshman Kyra Trowbridge contbuted on tre ofthe fur event in evry meet. The Fredericksburg Va, 
‘ative was the Hawkee ead score on flor, earning 9.90 on ive acasions While Trowbridge was steady 
throughout the season, she peaked when it counted, owaridge led lowa on beam (2675), for (900) and 
‘aul (9.825 at the 2013 BigTen Championships, matching her career best on flor forthe ith time tying 
{orsnth place. tthe 2013 NCAA Regional Championships, Trowbridge led lowa on oor (9.850) and aut 
(500), tying for third on vault with Oklahoma freshman Mailéana Kaneva, Stanford senior Nicole Dayton 
and Sanford freshman aya Rice, 


SENIOR LEADERSHIP 

{Enma Stevenson averaged 9.837 on bars ad 9.858 on foo hitng 100 percent of er routines his season, 
‘aya Wicus also hit every routine averaging 3.755 on vault and 9.773 on bas Kaitynn Urano hada stlar 
season competing onthe bas, beam and floor in every meet before breaking her tibia and fibula. Ureno 
averaged 9731 on bars, 9.675 on beam and 9.728 on oor. While no senior aid the highest individual 
average, they proved tobe the mostreable, with the highest hit percentage. 


ALIE GLOVER, BIG TEN FRESHMAN OF THE WEEK 

Freshman Ale Glover eared he fist Big Ten Freshman ofthe Wee accolade after capturing the all-around 
til (39050) in the t-meet against Michigan State and Ilinos-Cicago. Glover led owa to its season-high 
‘team performance (195.875) and fist place fis. In addition tothe all-around ttle the Destin, Fa, native 
‘placed in the top seven in thee evens. lover ted for third onthe bas with a arer-best 9.825, placed 
fifth on the floor (9.800) and seventh onthe beam (2.750). Due to her consistency under pressure, Glover 
‘competes inthe lead-off postion on three ofthe fou event (bars, beam and flor. The freshman was lowa 
‘only athlete to compete inthe all-around in every mee ths season. The anor marked theft time an lowa 
‘gymnast won Freshman of the Week since Emma Wills (Jan. 9, 2012). 


RECORD ATTENDANCE IN CARVER 

lowa won al four ofits home meets and recoded its ighest-ver average home attendance (1,414) in 2013, 
with season-high 2303 in attendance against low State (3/8). In 2012, the GymBawts drew an average 
‘of 940 fans, Before 2013, loa’ record was an average of 1,307 fans in 2001, lowa curently ranks 30th- 
‘nationally in average home attendance.

teammates jney Hoe and Emails Senior Emma Stevenson ied forthe bars 
title with awa State junior Cole Santere-Gervis (3850) and capped ff the 
night anchoring theo lineup (9.875), tying fr second with Her lowa grabbed 
the top-three all around spots Hoer won the all-around tite, totaling a career 
best 38400 Wills trailed with 39.275, while reshman>Ale Gover finshed thin

posted top-10 individual rshes, led by Michigan junio Joanna Sampson floor 
fit. Minnesota freshman Hann Nordquist and Michigan senior Katie Zuraes tied 
forsecond on beam The Wolverines and Gopher placed fourth nthe prelims hile

Larissa Libby completed her ninth year as head coach tthe Univesity of lowa in 2013, eadinglowa to 
itssith-consecutve NCAA postseason appearance, the seventh inher tenure. The Hawkeyes fished 
Sith in the Norman Regional, posting 194.475. n the regular season, lowa clinched the (-Hawk 
Series, defeating lowa State with aseason-best, 196.375-194.575. lowa was the only Big Ten tam to 
own Minnesota, the regular season Big Ten Co-Champions. The Hawkeyes beat the Gophers, 195.725- 
195,550. 


‘Under Libby's guidance, lowa finished its 2013 homestand undefeated. The Hawkeyes recorded their 
highes-ever average ome attendance (1414), drawing a season-high 2.303 fans against awa State. 
loa fund success off the floras wel four GymHawks,Sjney Her, Emma Stevenson, Katyn 
Urano and Emma Ws, received Academic A-Big Ten honors. 


In 2012, the Hawkeyes inshed the season ranked 26th national the highest finish ince 2004. Libby coached Testa Cont second team Alig) 
Ten honorsand Emma Stevenson tothe Big Ten Al-Championship Tam. The Hawkeyes hosted the Bq Ten Championships drawing a season-high 
attendance figure of 1661. Stevenson sored a 9.875 onthe floor exercise, and lowa finished seventh asa tem, Lbby ld the Hawes toa 
fith-consecutve NCA postseason appearance lowa posted 194,600 and finshed ith at the Seatte Regional 


The Hawkeyes raised the steak to fourstaight NCAA appearances in 2011 with afith place fnsh atthe Cova Regional. Tis coming ater 
a sith place finish at the Big Ten Championships, and an overall season record of 1-6. Libby coached three All-Big Ten selections in Rebeca 
Simbhudas,Houy Gbeshian and Jessa Hansen. Simbhudas and Gebeshian also made individual appearances athe NCAA Championships as 
Simibhudas was named North Central Region Gymnast of the Year. 


Libby ed lowatoa thi place rsh atthe 2010 Big Ten Championships, its best fish nsx years. On topof anther NCAA Regional berth, Libby 
also coached Houty Gebeshian toa ig Ten tite on beam just the secon in program history. ebeshian, Jessa Hansen and Rebeca Simbhudas 
were selected tothe Al-Big Ten team, Aditonally,Simbhudas qualified as an individual forthe NCAA Championships and eared All-American 
honors on beam, 


In 2008, iy led he squad to a 10-5 record and was named North Cental Region Coach ofthe Year. Under her guidance, the GymHawks 
made thet second-conscutve NCAA Regional appearance and produced two fst team Al-Big Ten gymnasts in Jenifer Smbhudas and Houry 
Gebeshian, Additionally Simbhudas was named Big Ten Gymnast ofthe Week twice n 2008, 


In 2008, Libby coached the Hawkeyes to theirist NCAA appearance since 2005 and a ith place fnsh nthe Big Tn Conference. nadition 
to the multiple team and staff honors, Libby also saw several GymHawks achieve standout seasons during the 2008 season. Jenifer Smbhudas 
vas named fst team Al ig-Fen and Big Ten Gymnast ofthe Week tice. The accomplishments came off ofthe competitive oor a wel. Five 
GymHawks were named Academic Al-BigTen and seven were named academic All-Americans. 
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In 2007, Libby led the Hawkeyes to a number of individual records. Katie Burke earned career-highs on 
‘ult, bars, Noor, and in the all-around, ending a highly sucessful season with an NCAA Championship 
appearance ara Pinu, Jenifer Simbhudas, and Katie Turcotte all qualified to NCAA Regional competition 
In addition to their NCAA success, Burke eared first team All-Big Ten honors, while Pinju, Turcotte, and 
‘Simbhudas all earned second team honors. 


rior to the 2007 season, Libby played a role in the Hawkeyes’ six consecutive seasons of NCAA Regional 
competition (2000-2005) and coached seniors Liz Grajewski and Kortny Willamson, as wel as junior 
Danielle Legeai to individual regional competition in 2006, 


As the Hawkeyes choreographer and beam coach, Libby has made a lasting impact. The top 10 school 
records on beam have al ben under her guidance, including the schoo record, 49.425, accomplished in 
2004 at Ilinois State, In 2004, the Gymfavs recorded a 49.0 or higher seven times on beam, 


Before becoming head cach, Libby served as asociate head coach fr one season and assistant coach for 
the previous three seasons 


Before joining the Hawkeyes, Libby served four yeas asthe assistant women's coach at Lousiana State 
‘University her alma mater. While at LSU, she produced nine beam All-Americans, the top-ranked beam 
team in 1999 and helped coach SU to four consecutive NCAA championship team appearances. 


Asa competitive gyrmastin her home country of Canada, Libby bus onto the scene at age 11, qui 
becoming ajuniornational champion anda senior national champion shorty after Amember ofthe 1987 
and 1989 Canadian world championship teams, Libby ld the Canaan team tots best-ever sith-place 
finish placing T8th inthe world inthe al around and becoming Canada’ first ever world vault nals. 
‘Along with world ecognitin, Libby was soa member ofthe Canadian O}ympic tam in 1988, She has 
eared ove 30 ntemational individual and event medals and was honored asthe Canadian Gymnast 
of the Year in 1989 and 1990. In 2006, Libby was honored fr her many national and intemational 
accomplishments. The Whitby Sports Counc the hometown whee Libby began her outstanding carer, 
selected Libby tobe inducted into the Whitby Sports Hall of Fame, an honor bestowed on some of 
Canada’s greatest athletes. 


(rginaly ftom Pickering, Canad, Libby wasa collegiate gymnast at Lousiana Stat Univesity. he was 
2 four-year team captain and the Central Region bar champion in 1955 Libby graduated from LSU in 
1996, witha Bachelor of Science degree in psychology anda minor in French, Her husband, Chad isthe 
program director of thetic traning at Coe College The coupe has two daughters Taylor and Bay.

Le, responsible for coaching floor and 
‘aul led the floor team to 249.140 NCAA Regional Qualifying Score, rank- 
ing 21st nationally. The vault squad registered a 49,020 Regional Qualifying 
Score, 


Under Lees guidance, freshman Kyra Trowbridge finshed sixth on floor at 
the 2013 Big en Championship, tying a personal-best 9.900, Additionally, 
sophomore Emma Wills earned a career-best 9925 on the vault inthe vi- 
tory against lowa State, winning the event ttle,

The Univesity of lowa Russell and Ann Gerdin Athletic Learning 
Center openedin the fll of 2003. The Learning Centers a multi-level, 
20,000-square fot facility, which provides one all-purpose area for 
the academic pursuit for lowa's male and female student-athletes. 
The facility is centrally located on the Ul campus for easy access by all 
student-athletes and staf. 


The Learning Center features an auditorium, two classrooms, study 
lounges for freshmen and upper-class student-athletes, a computer 
lab, a teaching lab, the athletic library, office space for lowa’s 
Academic Student Services staff and a display area to recognize the

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‘The University of lowa borrowed its athletic nickitame from the state of lowa many years ago. The 
‘name Hawkeye was originally the name ofthe hero inthe Fictional novel, The Last of the Mohicans, 
‘Witten by James Fenimore Coper. Cooper had the Delaware Indians bestow the name on a white 
scout wha lived with them. 


{n 1838, 12yearsafterthe book was published, people nthe eit of owa acquiredthe nickname, 
chief through the efforts of ludge David Rorer of Burington and James Edwards of Fort Madison. 


wards, editor ofthe Fort Madison Patriot, moved his paper to Buringtn in 1843 and renamed 
itthe Burington Haeye. The two men continued their campaign to popularize the name, and 
teritorial fils eventually gave it their forma approval. 


The Hawkeye nickname gained a tangible symbol in 1948 when a cartoon character, later to 
be named Herky the Hawkeye was hatched. The creator was Richard Spence Il, instructor of 
joumalsm at wa, 


Theimpish Hawk was an immediate it and acquired a name through a statewide contest staged 
ty the athletic department. John Franklin, a Belle Paine alumnus, was the man who suggested 
Her. 


Since his birth more than 45 years ago, Herty has symbolized lowa athletics and epitomized 
University life, He even donned a military uniform during the Korean War and became the 
insignia ofthe 124th Fighter Squadron, 


During the mid-1950s, Herky came to life ata football game as the lowa mascot. Since that time, 
Herky hasbeen afar figure at lowa athletics events.
